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5. fPi^viously Presenled) The device of claim 1 wherein the processor is configured to 
extract the mformation regarding the plurality of members that aj'e proximate to the device. 

6. (Previously Jfoesented) The device of claim 5 wherein the processor is configured to 
determine the proximityvpf the plurality of members using a signal strength provided by the 
network interface. 



7. (Original) The device oiSclaim 5 wherein the processor is configured to determine the 
proximity of a member using the number of hops among members the announcement associated 
with the member made before being relseived by the ad hoc network interface. 

8. (Original) The device of claim 1 wnercin the ad hoc network interface uses one of radio 
frequency communications, optical communicarions, or wired communications. 

9. (Previously Prcscnted) The device of c!aim\ wherein the user output device comprises 
one of a vibrating mechanism, an audio output, or a visual output.

21. (Original) The system of claim 20 \^erein the process()r is conligured to access the 
database for only those source members that ar^roximaie to the display member. 
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(Previously Presented) The system of claim 21 wherein 

an announcement passes through at least one communicators as it travels from the source 
memb^ to the display member; and 

\ processor is configured Lo determine the proximity of a source member to the display 
member basked on the number of communicators the announcement passed through between the 
source membe\and the display member. 




23. (Previousl\Presenled) The system of claim 21 further comprising 

a plurality of signals for carrying the announcements between the source members and the 
display member; 

a signal strength mi^surer associated with the display member, the signal strength 
measurer producing a signal shrength for each signal received from a source member; and 
wherein 

the processor is configured redetermine the proximity of the source members to the 
display member using the respective signal strengths. 



24. (Original) The system of claim 20 ^herein the output displays the accessed information 
for the source members in the order that the amjounccmenls were received from the respective 
source members.

the Mccssed infonnalion for each source member has an associated urgency, the urgency 
having an order;\md 

the output disj^lays Ihe accessed information for the source members in the order of 
urgency. 

26. (Original) The systci^of claim 20 wherein the processor is associated with the display 
member. 



27. (Original) The system of clam 20 wherein the database is associated with the display member. 

28- (Previously Presented) The devicespf claim 1 wherein the user output device outputs 
concurrently the infonnation regarding the pn^lity of members in order of proximity to the announcing 
device. 



29. (Previously Presented) The method of claim wherein outputling concurrently the 
information includes outputling concurrently the information in order of proximity to the 
announcing member. 

30. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 20 wherein the^output associated with the 
display member outputs concurrently the accessed information regarding the plurality of 
members in order of proximity to the display member. 
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
